All 
the necessaries of life are heavily taxed; and 
the workman pays as much upon the bread, 
wine, sugar, etc , that he consumes us the 
great bankers in the Rue LaDittc do. iu pro- 
portiou to the amount, if he tries to escape 
being gradually poisoned by the adulterated 
wine especially prepared for him, and has o 
cask sent to him from the district where it is 
grown, he pays half its value again iu the 
form of octroi dues when it is delivered to 
him in Paris. M. Caruot pays exactly ihe 
same amouut. upon wine that uiiiy have c'«t 
him ten times as much.

They 
blazed uwuy aud he dnuced, until, after hu 
was all but exhausted and thoy had no more 
shots to fire, they bade him go on with the 
train, and never "show up" at Diugloviile 
until he could behave like a num. 


I beard other stories about cowboys on 


that trip. One of the best of Iheui was told 
by a globe-trottiuK Englishman., whose habit 
it was to amuse himself and while away life 
by Koiug wheresoever there was promise of 
novelty, danger or excitement. He bad been 
to the African diamond Holds, to the JIahdi's 
realms, to our frontier mining camps, and 
now ho was on his way to Alaska. 
But one 


trip bo made was to see the cowboys, about 
whom he had read a great deal. 


"They are a very rum sort of beggars," 


said he—"a very rum sort, ilut they're not 
half bad as a lot, d'you know. Tho first 
cowboy town 1 got into was fortunately 
chosen, for I had no sooner got into bed 
lu the 'otel than a band of the beggars came 
dashing up tho street, iking off their revol- 
vers like madmen. It happened that the 'otol 
was a verj" ram-shackle frame building, al- 
most, as thin as curd-board, and in live miu- 
uteB tho walls of my bedroom wore riddled 
with bullet holes in the most surprising man- 
ner. Fancy my satisfaction—for 1 had trav- 
elled live thousand miles to witness that very 
thing! 


"But to show you that they are not as bad 


as they have been paiuted—in fuel, that they 
arc opposed to anything like law-breaking 
and violence—let mo relate an incident that 
took place the very next day. There was a 
poor clerk standing up over his books »t a 
desk in a shop on the main street, aud there 
was a drunken cowboy riding up and down 
the street. 
Well, tho cowboy saw the 


clark, and his sense of humor was aroused 
by the idea of shooting at him, d'you know. 
Those cowboys have a very remarkable sense 
of humor. So the cowboy upa with his pis- 
tol, d'you kuow, and he shoots tho poor clark 
right through the head, killing him instantly, 
\\eil, now,that sort of things is very distinct- 
ly frowned upon by cowboys, as a rule, and 
lu this case the cowboys held a meeting, and 
resolved that the fellow with the lively but 
dangerous sense of humor should be hanged 
at once. They put a rope around his neck, 
and there being no tree anywhere in sight, 
they huug him to the side of a Pullman as 
the train came rolling in. I've seen a num- 
ber of occurrences of that sort, which makes 
me quite positive in stating that, though thoy 
are a very rum sort of beggars, they are real- 
ly not a bad lot." 


Up to date, much as 1 have been in the 


Western country, I have not the close ac- 
quaintance with them that was boasted by 
this English. 
I have 
not yet 
seen a 


"round-up," or a "trail" coming up from 
Texas, or a cowboy camp, or any part of 
their life that may be called illustrative or 
typical. 
1 have seen thousands of them 


hanging about depots aud saloons, riding 
like the wind aprose the open, seated In rail- 
way cars, betting their hard-earned money 
in gambling dens, and punching cattle into 
stock-pens and cattle-cara. I know them, 
their horses, their saddles, their clothing, 
their careless ways, their masterful riding, 
but I have yet to spend a day With them on 
the ranges or a night with them in camp. 


I know that their unique position among 


Americans is jeoparded in a thousand ways. 
Towns are growing upon their pasture-lands; 
Irrigation schemes of a dozen sorts threaten 
to turn bunch-grass scenery into farm-land 
views; farmers are pre-empting valle3'S and 
the sides of waterways; and the day is not far 
distant when stock-raising must be done 
mainly in amall herds, with winter corrals, 
aud

the 
cowboy's day 
will end. 


liven now his condition disappoints those 
who knew him only half a dozen years ago. 
His breed seems to have deteriorated, and his 
ranks are filling with men "who work for 
wages" rather than for love of the free life 
and bold championship that once tempted 
men into that calling. Splendid Cheyenne 
saddles are less and less numerous in the 
outfits; the distinctive hat that made its way 
'i from Mexico may or may not be worn; 
1 the civil authorities in nearly all the towns 


In the grazing country forbid the wearing of 
side arms; nobody "shoots up" those towns 
any more.

cowboy days are gone already: and when the 
barber Destiny again has a vacant chair and 
calls out "next" the cowboy will himself dis- 
appear.—[Julian Halph in Harper's Weekly.

They put a ropo around his neck, 
and there being no tree anywhere In sight) 
they buug him to the side of a Pullman aa 
the train came rolling in. I've seen a num- 
ber of occurrences of tbat sort, which makes 
mo quite positive iu stating that, though they 
are a very rum sort of beggars, they aro real- 
ly not a bad lot." 


Up to date, much as 1 have been in the 


Western country, 1 have not tho close ac- 
quaintance with them that was boasted by 
this English. 
I have 
not yet 
seen a 


"round-up," or a "trail" coining up from 
Texas, or a cowboy camp, or any part of 
their life that may oc. called Illustrative or 
typical. 
I have seen thousands of them 


hanging about depots and saloons, riding 
llko tho wind across the open, seated In rail- 
way cars, betting their bard-earned money 
iu gambling dens, and punching cattle into 
stock-pens and cattlo-cara. I know them, 
their horses, their saddles, their clothing, 
their careless ways, their masterful ridlnjr, 
but I have yet to spend a day With them ou 
the ranges or a night with them in camp. 


1 know that their unique position among 


Americans is jeoparded iu a thousand ways. 
Towns are growing up on their pasture-lauds; 
Irrigation schemes of a dozen sorts threaten 
to turn bunch-grass scenery into farm-land 
views; farmers are pre-empting volleys and 
the sides of waterways; and the day is not far 
distant when stock-raising must bo done 
mainly in small herds, with winter corrals, 
and 
tbou 
tho 
cowboy's 
day 
will cud. 


Even now his condition disappoints those 
who knew him only lialf a dozen years ago. 
His breed scorns to have deteriorated, and iiis 
ranks nro filling witli men "who work for 
wages'' rather than for lovo of tho free life 
and bold championship that once tempted 
moil into thai calling. Splendid Cheyenne 
saddles are less nnd lees numerous iu the 
ontlits; the distinctive hat that made its way 


from Mexico may or may not. bo worn; 


all tho civil authorities ir. nearly all the towns 
In the grazing country forbid tlie wearing of 
side arms; nobody "elioots up" those tosvns 
any more. The fact is tho> old simon-pure 
cowboy days are gone already: and when tbe 
barbor Destiny again has a vacant chair and 
calls out "next" the cowboy will himself dis- 
appear.—[Julinn Ralph in Harper's Weekly.
